Year day this year with quite as 
much enthusiasm as they ever have 
in the past, notwithstanding the ter­ 
rible punishment by the Japanese 
troops. 
The majority of the C h i­ 
nese people, in fact, hardly know 
that a war has been going on, and 
nothing could make them give up 
their New Year celebration. 
It o c ­ 
curs later than ours, and comes on 
the edge of spring. 
It is, however, 
the great festival of the year, and it 
is a sort of Fourth of July, Christ­ 
mas, birthday and Sunday mixed 
up together. 
It is the birthday of 
the whole Chinese people. 
Every 
man, woman and child in the em­ 
pire is a year older on New Year 
day, and all trot about 
and wish 
eath other ‘ Tnany happy returns.^’ 
It is the only Sunday that the C h i­ 
nese have throughout the year. The 
working people labor from ten to 
twelve hours each day and they put 
in thirty solitl days every month. 
At New Year all lay oft for a rest, 
and for aboui two weeks they do 
nothing but 
call, 
eat and 
amuse 
themselves. 
P'or 
ten days before 
the New Year tlie country goes wild 
in preparation. 
The stores all have 
their low prices ' jiid newgi;ods, and 
the bargain couiuers are thronged 
quite as much as they are in A m er­ 
ica. 
Every one buys presents and 
all who can get a new suit of clothes 
for the oceasi-'U. 
I ’liose who can't 
buy, borrow ui rent, and the Chi-

VVliat Sniioriiitciuleut 0. V. Puelmiiaii 
Says Regarding It. 


Superintendent C. V. Buchanan, 
of this city, was tpioted as follows 
in the Kansas City Journal of yes­ 
terday: 


“ Most assuredly I believe in the 
kindergarten. 
I think it should be 
introduced 
into the public school 
system of this 
state. 
But, 
as 
it 
now is, the law 
excludes from the 
schools children who are .iuder six 
years 
of 
age. 
The 
kindergarten 
age, you know, is 4 t© 5. 
“ St. Louis is one of 
the greatest 
kindergarten cities in the country, 
and the w’ay 
they manage 
is this: 
There are many kindergartens there 
which 
are supplementary 
to 
the 
public 
schools. 
Children are re­ 
ceived in them 
at 
the 
age 
of 5 
years, and after receiving a year's 
instruction are reatly for 
the 
pri­ 
mary grades of the public schools 
under the law. 
“ But, of course, these kindergar­ 
tens are not 
parts 
of 
the 
public 
schools in a legal 
sense.
